T H E COOKBOOK. 


When soaking beans a tiny pinch of 
soda iii the water will he an improve­ 
ment. 
It is better to steam green cabbage, 
cauliflower and the like. 
A sprinkling 
of salt should be applied to tin* vege­ 
tables before they are put into the 
steamer. 
To keep soup let it remain covered 
with a coating of fat, as this excludes 
the air and helps to preserve the stock. 
If the souj) has no fat use clarified 
dripping for this purpose. 
Bread which has been cut in slices 
and then allowed to become stale may 
be freshened by folding the slices in 
a napkin, putting them In the napkin 
Into a paper bag and placing the bag 
in a hot oven for a quarter of an hour. 
lf a cake fulls la the center the open­ 
ing of the oven door and the conse­ 
quent rush of cold air may account for 
it, too much baking powder may have 
been used or the mixing may be at 
fault.

'To give this announcement even tile 
merest appearance of being founded 
upon fact, it m ust be explained that 
the cactus as it is generally known Is 
nothing less than a wild plant, covered 
with prickly spines. These spines are 
Intended by nature as deterrents to 
wild animals, which would otherwise 
get into the habit of making the cactus 
their principal food supply. 
Were the 
spines lacking, the plant would quickly 
be exterminated through this demand 
for food. 
A great portion of the southwestern; 
corner of the United States is aliso- j 
lutelv unsuited to the growing of gen- j 


rabbits

such other animals as 
would exterminate the crops if artiii- 
cial pi* itectlon were not given. 
The 
danger to tin* plant in its wild state 
will not prevent its development along 
those lines, and a valuable new crop is 
expected. This is not the sum total of 
the cactus plant’s many uses. Another 
interesting feature is described by Dr. 
Galloway, as follow*: 
'‘Cacti and some of the other south­ 
western plants which grow in a region 
of meager rainfall are often used by 
natives and travelers when water can­ 
not ta* obtained. 
Many of these south­ 
western plants have a special provi­ 
sion for storing water in underground 
stems. 
Those stems grow to an enor­ 
mous size, sometimes as large as a 
barrel, and when found may be dug 
up ami will give considerable quanti­ 
ties of water.
